Ramanujan It Topic 
Of Mathematics Talk 

The career and achievements 
of Ramanujan, the Indian ma- 
thematical genius, will be dis- 
cussed by Prof. W. L. G. Wil- 
liams at this afternoon's meet- 
ing of the Mathematical Club to 
be held at 5 o'clock in Room 37 
of tiie Engineering Building. 

Ramanujan's career is the rise 
to recog.nition and fame of an 
obscure mathemaUcian. He was 
c member of a j>oor and humble 
family in India. He sacrificed 
hi5 college degree, having failed 
in his work because he devoted 
all his time to mathematics. At 
the age of thirty he was already 
a Fellow of Trinity college, 
Cambridge and a Fellow of the 
Royal Society of London. He 
died of tuberculosis at the age 
of 33 in 1920 and is recognized 
as a prodigy in tone of the most 
difficult of mathematical fields. 

It was said of Ramanujan that 
figures were his friends and the 
positive integers were his in- 
separable companions. These 
friends and companions to the 
ma'thematician will be discussed 
in greater detail at that meet- 
ing.

''We feel that we have to ex-

ing words of Principal Wallace's 
.-■poerh ]a,-t ni^rht at, Cheney 
Hall. Principal Wallace is the 
principal of Queen's University, 
and he wa,'. the la.=t .speaker in 
the current student lecture series 
heing held at Erskine and Am- 
erican Church. 

The guests who attended the lee* 
ture were Dean Hendel, Mr. John 
Stirling, President of the Queen's 
Alumni Society, Mr. William BirltJ, 
Prof. Poole, and Mr. G. M. Best 
who was Chairman of the meeting. 
Tne guest speaker was introduced 
by Dr. Pldgeon, an<l thanked by 
the Chairman. 

"What are we going to do in this 
civilization of ours?" asked Prin- 
cipal Wallace. "We. feeling that 
things could .-tot be permitted to 
slip, saw no other thing but force. 
The complete and ftill resources|of 
all of us are needed in the figb^g. 
We are not happy about the world 
and life with this 'Jiing happening; 
we blame other people but that 
doesn't help. " . _ 

Is All rieeting? 

"Do we have permanent things 
for which to live? Is it ail fleeting-- 
and does it topple over at the end?" 
There is no assiurance that educa- 
tion will give a temper and attittide 
of reason and fairness between peo- 
ple that '.ve would hope it would. 
"Principal Wallace said that things 
were slipping in the spiritual world 
—trust in our fellow-men, confid- 
ence in the world, the sense of de- 
cency, and the respect for weaker 
nations— slipping not only in cen- 
tral Europe, but everywhere. "Can 
life still be worthwhile?" he asked. 
"Governments are not respecting: 
their pledged word, and when the 
confidence in government weakens, 
the confidence in the individual les- 
sens." 

Principal Wallace itatec ihat we 
have curiosities for nature which 
have given us values in civilization 
that made life easier than it was 
before. "There is a higher plane of 
living because of the discoveries in 
science. " 

Progress Is Slow 
"Things are going in the direc- 
tion of progress but it is extremely 

slow; Optimism of the facile kind is 
out of place to-day. Ai :n so many 
'Ji.ngs .11 hfe ^ve endeavour to do 
too much at once. It took a himdred 
years before there was the French. 
Revolution. It will take a long time 
before wo will get co-operative re- 
lations between iia'aons that will 
stand -u tinio ol stress. It is worth- 
w hile to remember that we have 
to face in the direction of the goal, 
instead of counting the distcmce^we 
have gone in that direction— slow 
steps are sure down the aisles ot , 
time." 

In his concluding words Principal 
Wallace siiid that optimism believes 
in the values that are eternal — 
"these values are under a cloud 
until we tear the veil asunder and; 
see what is there,"

But he does give real thought to 
problems of transport, marketing, and 
jprice-fixing. 

Acadia University, a ceutury-old Bap- 
tiat institution, is situated in the midst of 
<tiie Annapolis A'alley, Canada's chief ap- 
•jjjje-producing district. After the declara- 
jtion of w^ar, Ottawa established an Apple 
Marketing Board to supervise the sale of 
jJ^n apple trop of 2,212,037 barrels. Since 
^.^^t time, fruit inspectors have taken up 
(i}>eir stand in warehouses throii^hout the 
■^rpvince. Exporte to date total 267,450 
ikfutths. The abnormal supply of fruit has

Jesus was not of that sort,— because 
he started Christianity the people who attempt 
to write about him must accept the large re- 
sponsibility of what Jesut meant and mutt not 
pander, with vague and aliruiftic sUtements 
about Christianity, to those who happen to 
have their names registered in a Christian 
church and fell "warm" over these sUtements. 
Today the question of Christianity it of vital 
importance to millions of people, not because 
!'. i£ Of importance to their philosophiet, but 
because of its importance to tbtm as living 
people as dignitied humans. Two thousand 
years ago this was also true, and it was to this 
situation and these searching people that the 
genius of Jesu£ came and organii*d them in 
their struggle to meicc life better,~nol n. « 
savc-your-ioui evangelist. FAMILY POR- 
TRAIT will come closer to the hearts of the »o- 
cailfcd Christians than to those for whom the 
teachings of Jetus are a way of life,
